He will be able to tell more next month but her 
clothes are already getting a little tight. 

I am going to play bridge today with Marty. The window washer is coming 
this after noon, 

I hope you have a good trip to Hawaii, Jim, Tfcis is a perfect time to 
be there. It will be wonderful if it works out so that yoy both can 
come out this summer. I hope to get some rooms painted by then. 
I am going to show Gary the work you have done on the ancestors, Jim and 
dad will also run off some copies. It is really wonderful to be able to 
find that history of them. 

I hope your weather has warmed up. It is raining here this morning but 
it is very mild out. I stand on the corner with Heidi every morning and 

wait for the school bus with her and get a breath of fresh air.
